peace delegate-^ here at 7:1(» o'clock 
tonight. The armistice actually bo- 
coiHM effective at midnight Octobor 
18, that U, 144 hours from midalgMt 
tonight. 

The announcement that the p*a«* 

treaty was to be signed brought great 
ciowds to the s(iunre surrdUiulinK the 
Blackhead House. AI. Joffe and tho 
Bolahevik delegation entered the hall 
firat, and were followed by M. Domb- 
skl ania th* Polish d*l*gltlon. Aftoai 
800 poraons. Including th* enttar* 
diplomatic body, and prominant Let- 
tish officials crowded th* snaall ropaa. 
many of them standing. 

Considerable delay ensued, which 
waa due to the physical work aaaaa- 
aary for th* complotloa ot th* tr*atiaa 
for signature. Tired by more thaii 
five days and nights ot almost con- 
st mt work. M. Joff* looked extreme- 
ly pale, but his voice showed no 
nervouaneas when he announced 
without rising that the treaty had 
b**a 'eomploted and began, regarding 
the Ruasiaa text. 

The head of the Soviet delegation 
described the Iliga peace as "a peaeo 
victory and without van- 
in a brief addre.sH before the 
algnatnre of the treaty. That d*- 
acribei th* Hlga agreement aecnrat*^ 
ly as It appeared to disinterasted *»• 
lookerp. It was a peace of give and 
take, which thoss who have followed 
the course of tvenis tear v.ill not be 
Vfiry po:iu.,.:- elth i with the BoISIMp 
viki or the Poles. 

But It undoubtedly Is a triumph for 
the two chalrDjen who made It, and 
the spirit of conciliation with which 
thny handled the explosive qucsUoaa 
that disrunrod tho Minsk confereno* 
is in^r^ly to win for them the gratt> 
tiido of a war-exhausted world.

Cider tor bolUni moat be perfect- 
ly traah and sweet Pnt It la a large, 
open p r aae r t i ng kettle and boll nntil 
redaeed ono-halt. Sftlm frequently 
while boiling. Do not luTa the ket- 
tle more than two-thirdp tail. When 
the ( iiier has boiled until It is falrljr 
thick, put in bottlea. cana. or atono 
Jara which hara bean thoroughly boiV 
ed. 

Ciiier .Apple Sauce. 
Put eight (|uurts of pared, quarter- 
ed, and cored bweet apples in a large 
preserving kettle and cover with five 
auartt ,of boiled cider. Cook alowly 
nntll tha applea are tender and clear. 
To prevent buraiag of the apples 
place the kettle on an asbestog mat. 
It will mi II ire from two to three 
liourii to cook Itie apples, if you find 
it necessary to stir the t>auce be very 
caratttl to braak the applea as little 
as poaaibla. When tha aaaeo la eook- 
ed put It In aterlllaad Jars. 

In the late apring, when applao 
have lost much of their flavor and 
avidity an appetizing sauce can be 
made with diluted boiled cider, using 
one cup of older to thraa ol water.
